He was led into the jail- 
yard smoking a cigar, which he threw away 
at a sign from the sberiff, as he 
mounted the . scaffold. After Mr. Isor 
had read the 5lst psalm and offered prayer, 
Smith made a short speech confessing the 
crise, and saying he was notsorry toyzo. At 
the close ef his - remarks he burst into tears. 
His neck was broken and his death was pain- 
less. Tue execution was private in asmall 
enclosure adjoining the jail. After murder- 
ing Harding, Smith dragged Harding’s wife 
out of the house and outraged her.

THE ORIGINAL DEDICATION. 

A few days previous to the dedication of 
the monument, on'October 15, 1874, the body 
of Mr Lincoln was taken from an tron coflin, 
put in a lead one and soldered perfect air 
tight, and then into a wooden one, made ofa 
narrow strip of red cedar, and all put into a 
marble sarcophagtis in the catacomb of the 
monument. When the would-be robbers 
visited it, on the evening of November 17, 
1876, they removed the lid and the end piece 
of the sarcophagus, next withdrew the door, 
and drew the wooden and lead coflin with the 
body enclosed partly out, when they were 
disturbed by officers of the United States 
secret service, who attempted to capture 
them, but were unsuccessful. Every- 
thing remained as the thieves left 
them until the afternoon of 
the next day when every screw on the 
wooden coftin was examined. The creases in 
them, one and all, were found to be filled 
with rust, proving beyond doubt that neither 
the wooden nor lead coflin had been opened, 
All was then pushed baek into the sarcopha- 
yusand it was cemented perfectly tight as 
it had been before the visit of the thieves. 

AS AT PRESENT SITUATED. 

The remains hw#ve never been removed 
from the monument to the presert time, and 
all is absolutely safe. Asto the indications 
of pecrifaction, the idea of any substance in 
an airtight lead enclosure turning to stone, 
no matter where it may be placed, is too ab- 
surd fora moment’s serious thought. The 
sta‘ement ought to settle all doubt as to Lin- 
coln’s body resting in the tomb prepared 
for it. An associated press reporter called on 
Mr. Powers to ask if he hadany reply to make 
to the dispatch referred to above. He said his 
card embraced the facts as the public was en- 
titled to know then), and he had only these 
words to add: ‘‘No part of the remains of Lin- 
coln has been seen bby mortal eye since they 
were soldered up in a lead coffin, October 9, 
1874, two years before the attempt of the 
thieves to steal the body. AsI have already 
said, they are absolu'ely safe, Just as they 
were placed in the coffin many years ago.”’

Lonpon, November 16.—A Paris dispatch 
to the local news agency asseris that Adimi- 
ral Courbet who is in command of the French 
furcesin Tonquin, bas advised the French 
government to declare war with China, and 
the government has transmitted orders to the 
admiral to act in accordance with the require- 
ments of the situation, 

The committee of the chamber of deputies, 
which is cousidering the resolution authoriz- 
ing the granting of credits for the expenses 
of the Tonquin campaign, is favoranly in- 
clined to the principle of credits, but desires 
that the government shall give a complete 
explanation vf the subject. The Gaulois 
estimates theiPrench forces now in Tonquin 
at 18,000, including soldiers and sailors, or 
4,000 above the figures given by the minister 
of inarine.

THE SU;-Z CANAL. 


The Basis Upon Whiec: it Ia Likely That an Agrees 
ment May Be Keached, 

Lonpon, November 16.—The Paris corres- 
pondent of the Times says there is reason to 
believe that a basis upon which an agree 
ment is likely to be reached between the 
Suez canal company and the English ship 
owvers is, that the administration of the com- 
pany shail be 44 per cent English and 56 per 
cent French; that England, as well as 
France, shall be the seat of the admin- 
istration; that all differences that 
may arise shall be setried by 
English tribunals, and that all surp!us divi- 
dends shall go towards a reduction of transit 
lines in the canal. This is stated to be the 
Knglish proposal, but it is generaily sup- 
posed that M. de Lesseps will not consent 
to the proposition that all the surplus earn- 
ings. shall go toward a reduction of the tolls 
but will insist that a portion of the surplus 
shall go to tbe shareholders The article of 
agreewments will be thatthe Euglish govern- 
ment shall lend eight million pounds ster- 
ling to help in theconstruction of the sec- 
ond canal. 

A Cairo dispatch to Reuter’s telegraph com- 
pany says it is understood there that the legal 
advisers of the Egyptian government have 
decided to oppose D. Lesseps’ claim to the 
right to widen the Suez canal without the 
permission of the government. 

THE AMERICAN HOG, 

Lonpon, November 16—Inquiries have 
been made from America whether it was true 
as reported in trade circles there, that the 
French government bas removed the prohibi 
tion against Anierican hog products. Neitb- 
er the local papers nor the news agencies can 
find any ground for the statement that this 
has been done, and inquiries directed to Paris 
fail to confirm it.

SOME INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT 
BCOLIPSE WONDERS. 


The Reportsto the National Acedemy of Sc'‘ences 
o® the Solar Ec! pse of the 8 xim of May— 
Deciar:d to Havethe Longest Potaility ef 
avy Eclipse Ever B fere R po:ted. 


New Haven, November 16—The Nationa 
academy of science spent most of the day 
hearing reports regarding observations of the 
solar ecl pse of May. 6, 1883, made upon the 
Caroline islands by the expedition sent out 
by the academy and the coast survey jointly. 
According to Professor E. 8S. Holden.of Wasb- 
urn Observatory, Madison, Wis., the eclipse 
ad longest totality of any which has

most excellent results were obtained. During 
the total phase there was absolutely no solar 
heat manifested, the earth being left in cold 
This lasted nearly ten 
minutes. There was no wind of account 
during the entire visit of the party and 
the barometer was notably uniform. Profes- 
sor Holden’s own observations were confined 
to a search for the planet Vulcan, reported to 
exist by Professor Watson and Swift and Lev- 
errier, aud were made with a six-inch 
scope, with a power of 44, and field of 57 min- 
utes in declination. He saw every star on the 
map wich he had previous!@puolished down 
to the sixth magnitude inclusive, except the 
thirty sixth magnitude stars nearest to the 
sun. One of the stars of the map was of the 
same magnitude as Watson’s “Vulcan,” and 
was @ cunspicuuous object. No star half as 
bright as this could possibly have escaped ob- 
servation. The professor is therefore confi- 
dent that Vulcan did not exist within the 
limits swept over. Professor Holden also de- 
termined the direction of the motion of the 
defraction bands before and afrer totality. 
NEW STARS DISCOVERED. 

While on the island Professor Holden and 
Dr. Hastings discovered 23 new double stars, 
a li-t of which is preserved, A complete top 
ographical survey was made of the island for 
the first time in its existence, and better than 
that of any small coral island in the Pacific. 
Some of the ancient burial places and some 
apparent y sacrificial spots were photograph- 
ed. Professor C. 8. Hastings, of Johns Hop 
kins college, Baltimore, had been appointed 
to report on the spectroscopic observation of 
the eclipse. The report was chietly taken up 
with a consideration of the ques.ion whether 
or not the sun has an atmosphere. The pro- 
fessor considered that the !i:¢st calculations 
did pot warrant the sup; on that there 
existed any solar a'mwuspucre. He summed 
up the arguments proand con on the question 
aud although making no _ positive’ state- 
nent, argued that the existence of the 1,200,- 
QUO miles ef solar atmosphere was not consis- 
tent with the accepted data of astronomy. 
He claims that if the so called ejected matter 
became luminous by precipitation through 
the sun's at™nospnere, then tne comets, while 
in their peribelion pass through the assigned 
atmospheric space of the sun for many mil- 
lions of miles, should also become incandes 
cent and luminous. He made numereus 
other arguments with the same trend, but 
based on the laws of the polarization of light. 
He, however, stated succinctiy the many ar- 
guments that might be brought forward in 
tavor of the generally adopted theory con- 
cerning a solar a’ mosphere, 

THR ATMUSPHE«E MEN CONFIDENT. 

Whea the young professor began it was ex- 
pected that the deoate on his paper would be 
a Warm one, but before he bad finished the 
advocates of the solar atmosphere doctrine 
concluded that their views had been fully set 
forth, and they touk po part in the debate. 
Professor S. Newcomb read a paper on “The 
Use of Wood Light in Physics.”” The pro- 
fessor, after stating the methud which physi- 
cists in this country had adopted of consider- 
ing light and heat and chemical energy iden 
tical in nature aod name, argued for the adop- 
tion of a new system, which would obviate 
the dificulty now mei with in estimating the 
three forces by degrees of light. All the phy- 
sicists present took part in the debate which 
followed, and they all agreed that the com 
mon practices of estimating the s reogth of 
the three phases of the same force by degrees 
of “‘ligaot’’ was the best and the only practi- 
cable method.

The party left Kuoxville early yesterday morn- 
ing aud the trip to Atlanta was most enjoyable. 
The beautiful scenery along the route, the excel- 
lent coudition of the road and the generally pres 
perous appearance of the country called forth 
many expressions of | leasu re. At Rome, Gas, Mr. 
W. Fry, division superintendent, joined the 
party and continued with it to AUlanta. 

S(ME IMPRESSIONS OF THE TRIP. 

The followiug correspondence written by Mr.Clar- 
ence P. Dresser, one of the correspoudents with the 
party, to the papers he represents in the north, will 
give a good general idea of the object of the trip 
aud the progress thus far made, It also gives some 
impressions of the south as viewed by a northern 
correspondent ; 

KNOXVILLE, Tenun., November i5, 1883 —Your 
correspondent left New York Mooday evening ina 
special carcontaining the party of railroad direc- 
torsand stockholders who were bound fora trip of 
about two week's duration over the great railroads 
of the south. The party included Samuel Thomas, 
president; H & ‘Terrell, pees counsel; John T 
Martin, Bobert Seney, E..H. R. Lymon and samuel 
Shether, directors; and T. L. Rushmore and W. 
V. McCracken, stockholders of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad ; Mr James A. Gar- 
lai.d, vice president of the First National bank of 
New York and Mr Jere Baxter, vice-president of 
the Memphis and Charleston railroad. 

THROUGH THE SHENANDOAH VALLEY. 

Early Tuesday morning found us leaving the 

Pennsylvania road, over which we had traveled to 


Harrisburg, and we were son shooting southward 
over the famed ‘‘Shenandoah’’ valley railroad 
The Potomac river was crossed at Shepardstown. 
To the east of here a few miles 
is Harper's Ferry, famous in the 
days of old John Brown, while about ten miles to 
the west is located the battle field of Antietam. 
The entire day's ride through the much talked-of 
Shenandoah valley was a constant succession of 
pleasant surprises. The country seen on either 
side betrayed the evidences of the soucheru idea in 
the architecture oi buildiogs and cultication of the 
soil. There were few cities or towns of any consid 
erable siz+; littie villages, however, dotted the line 
of the road. ‘The houses and stores were generally 
of »necient strueture and plainly showed the in- 
roads that old Father Time was making upon them 
in their great sloping roofs and unpainted si‘es. A 
few new frame buildings of modern style and even 
some handsome brick strnctures were noticed, 
however, atmany places They evidenced the new 
era that is dawning im the souih—tbe introduction 
of better ideas, fresh blood and renewed vigor, 
which is becoming more and more pronounced 


each year. 
WAYSIDE ARCHITECTURE. 

Occasionally, haudsome villas, residences that 
carry the mi'id backto the old colouial days of 
country mansions were to be noticed; . located on 
some commanding site, with productive  fielas 
stretching on either side and a grand lawn in front. 
The railroad runs through the entire length of the 
valley. Look where you may you can see, some 
\imes close at hand, agiin miles sway, the tree-cov- 
ered Alleghany mounta‘: sdu one side andthe Biue 
Ridge on the other. Almost every acre of this val- 
ley is put to use in one way or another. Although 
the svil, to look at, frequent y presents a hard, 
stoney. forbiding appearance; its richness is 
attested to in more waysthan one; in the luxuriant 
vegetation, trees atid grasses, and in the bonntiful 
sield of crops. Considerable attent'on is given to 
the raising of stock throughout this valley, and 
what 1 have seen thus far appears to be of good fair 
quality. The fields, where cultivated, are clean 
and well ploughed, and the fences are generally in 
first-rate condition. Thee are features that do 
much to impress a visitor favorably with the coun- 
try; then, again, the almost universally neglected 
appearance of the houses and stores, the falling 
chimneys and decaying timbers are apt to conyey 
an effect pro contra 

SOMK FEATURES OF INTEREST, 


A very handsome summer hotel has been built 
at Luray, wherefrom the tourist drinksin the beau 
ties of mountain scenery as well as an abundance of 
fresh invigorous air. A mile or so distant from the 
hotel are located the wonderfl caves of Virgivia 
At Roanoke, which was reached about dusk, we 
found an active, thriving little city. The railroad 
company has built this place almost entirely Not 
only has it locate its immense shops 
here, but it has as well erected a magnificent hotel 
that o erlooks {he depot from a commanding site 
not three hundred yards distant. ‘inis railroad 
and town being owned almost entirely in Phila- 
delphia; as might be expected, Roanoke has been 
madee great resort for Pennsylvania people who 
are lovers of beautiful scenery and seekers after an 
abundance of mountain air. 

ON THE BORDERS OF TWO STATES, 


Wednesday morning found us at Bristol. This 
isa reasonably live litle town with about three 
thousand inhabitants lecated rightou the line that 
divides Virginia from Tennessee, part of the town 
being in one state and the rest of the place in the 
other. Our party was joined here by MajorJohn 
F. O’Brien. superintendent, and Mr. W. M, Baxter, 
solicitor of the East Tennessee. Virginia and Geor- 
gia railrond. These gentlemen were in the 
superintendent's private car Bristol being the 
northern terminal for the East Tennessee road, the 
two cars were attached and run as a special to 
Knoxville, a distance of 131 miles. i 

This ride was exceedingly interesting to those 
of the party who had nevertaken itbefore. The 
road traverses a beautiful conntry; rich in striking 
scenery avd charming iandscape perspective, as 
well as aboundingin agricultural and stock pro- 
ducts 

It was a surprise to the vist- 
tors from the north to find way 
down hereastone ballasted road that had steel 
track, stone culverts, in many p'aces iron bridges, 
and which was nearly xs smoota and well builta 
rosd as is the famous Penusyivania. There isa 
great deal of very heavy rock work and several 
long. strong end ‘expensive bridges between Bristol 
and Knoxville that evidence yery skiliful engineer- 
ing. 

THE H(ME OF ANDREW JOHNSON, 

Passing through Greenville, a city famous in its 
day for the extraordinary number of prominent 
men who claimed itastneir birth place; we saw 
from the car window a little stone morumentona 
rising eminenfe lothe south of the town. Green 


ville was the dirth piece of ex President Andrew 
Johnson, and the little monument marked his 
grave. Close to the track was also pointed out the 


spot where John Morgan, the famous raider, was 
shotand killed... 

it was noon when the attractive suburbs of Knox- 
ville Were reached, and -ina few misutes we had 
alighted at the depot in this thriving litte city. 
General Mapvager-Henry Fink and resicent diree- 
tors of the road were at the depot to greet the party. 
It was at once escorted tothe handsome brick 
building near the depot. whereia the general offices 
of the company are located, 

. A STOCKHOLDERS’ MEETING. 

The stockholders of the Fast Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
held their meeting immediately after the arrival 
of the “'spectal.’’ The stock and bonds represented 
was an overwhelming majority of the whole and as 
& most barmonious spirit prevailed a ticket was 
quickly decided upon and elected. The directors 
chosen were: Sarnuel Thomas, John T. Martin, 
George I, Seney, EF 4. R. Lyman. George Sentt, C. 
S Brice, H c. Fahnstock. George F Beker, and 
Samuel Shethar, of New York. Henry Fink, C M., 
McGhee, and &E. Sanford, of Knoxville; 
E Ww. Cole, of Nashville; : 
Richards, of Atlanta and J. M. Johnson, 
of. Macon. A new set of by-laws were edopted and 
Pres'dent Thomas’sannual report unanimously ac- 
cepted. A few fattsas set forth in the annual re- 
port of the operation of the road for the fiseal year 
ending June 80th, 1883, cannot fail but be of inter. 
est. On that date there were 1,086 miles of road in 
oneration. The gross revenue for the year was $3 - 
798.754; expenses, $2 385,701 99; net reecipts. $1,398.- 
052.0! ‘he gross revenue showed an increase of 
$63! 271 64 over that of the preceeding year; the net 
earnings increase heing $’98 697 22, 

A RAILROAD’S BUSINESS, 

There were catried duri.g the year 832 032 
passengers, the revenne from the same being, 
$655.478 51. The freizht account showed §2.603. 
7 529 realized from the transportation of 1.35 .177 
tons of freight —- Amnong the items of freight carried 
were: Coal from the mines on Coal Creek 273 511 
tons; pig iron from the Alabama division 58,322 
tous There were also '2,048 tous of murble shipped 
from the queries in East Tennessee. During the 
year 5,777 tons of®stbel were laid 

At the conelusion of the meeting, the party was 
driven al! over Knoxville and through its outskirts 
in carriages Thecity is a wide awak® little place 
with about twenty-two thousind inhabitants. It 
boasts an increase of from three to four thousand 
during the past year. and claims that every year 
during the last five or six years, has witnessed very 


gratifying additions to the population. The stores

are lively, bustling marts of trade end evidence 
that au abundance of business is heing Cone. 

* A GLIMPSE OF KNOXVILLE. 

Outside of the necessarily large retail business 
Kuoxville being the county seat, with nearly 40 000 
population there has been an immense wholesale 
business builtup, that guarantees future soli lity 
tothe piace Statisties furnished by the Knoxville 
board of trade, shows the volume of wholesale 
business to be from $15 000,000 to $1¢ 000.( 00. of this 
the dry goods trade is accredited with $4 500 000: 
hardware, with $1 000 0U0; the boot and shoe, with 
$1 500.000; the grocery with $3 0,000; machinery, 
$2,000 0W0, ete., ete. Large prickyardsand an irou 
foundry as well as extensive railroad shops add to 
the productive features of the place. 

EDUCATION IN TENNESSEK. 

I have been much interested in the subject of ed- 
ucation in the south. In answer to my inquiries, 
a gentleman well posted on the subject said: 

“The people of the south are giving a great deal 
of attention tothe education of their chiidren and 
you will find bere as good schools as you will any- 
where. All ourschools are free; they are well 
built structures and amyle accommodations are 
furnished every child that wishes to receive an ed- 
ucatio:., There are five large schools in Knoxville, 
where over 2,500 children attend forty weeks in the 
year.”’ 

THE RACES SEPARATE. 

‘“‘Are the white and black children afforded 
egnal advantages?’ 

“In eveiy way—Knoxville es compared with 
other southern Cities bas a very small colored pop- 
yulation, probably four-fifs of the people here are 

white. The white and colored children do not 
attend the same schoo], a building and teachers are 
furnished the negro children, however, and they 
have every opportunity that the white seholar has, 
ia fact, the finest school building in town is 
the one that has been given over to the coloret 
chilaren. Th» people appear to be perfectly will- 
ing to pay taxes enough to sustain first-class schools 
In Kuoxvilie the superior character of the free 
schools issuch that no privaie schools, whatever, 
can notexist here; the rich* and poor attending 
the free sohools and reCeiving the best educauou 
which itis possible to give them axnywhere else in 
the state. About forty teachers are 
employed in the different schools .o' the city. 
MORALS AND WAR REMINISCENCES. 

‘HOw are the people morally?” 

“We do not pretend that we are all angels ready 
to be transported above, but I doubt if you will 
find any city of the same size in the north where 
less drunkenness and disorder prevails. There are 
22 churches snpported here, which is not a bad in- 
dex of the character of the people.”’ 

The State university is]: cated upon a command- 
ing eminence a little to the west of the town. ibere 
are about two hundred students attending it. The 
institution is endowed by the state as an “‘agricul- 
tural college.”’ 

Close by it are the extensive buildings of the deaf 
and dumb asylum, which has about two hundred 
inmates. 

Among the places of interest, we visited the ruius 
of old Fort Sanders, the scene of one of the most 
thrilling events of the war, where less than 
one thousand union soldiers, behind 
their earthen breastworks, withstood and 

repulsed the charge of nearly ten 
thousand confederates, (this old fort lies less than 
half a mileto the northwest of the state uviversi- 
ty. itis said that it is one of the best preserved of 
the many tangible reminiscences of the late un- 
pleasan (ness. : 
THEN CAME THE GREAT CHARGE. 

Located on the top of a rugged little hill the great 
southern wallsof the fort, surrounded by the rifle 
xitsand the huge trench which was filied with 

lood and dead bodies on that dreadful day, it 
commands a view of the adjacent country for miles 


around. Major Sandford, a member of 
our party, happened to have been 
on the ground, one of the defen- 


ders of the fort at the time the great charge was 
made. He took us all over the old ruins, pointed 
out the most interesting spots and varrated many 
thrilling incidents of that morning’s useless charge. 
We viewed the spot where so many hdindreds of 
good and noble men had perished in tbat horrible 
fight; brother against brother, with new feelings 
aroused, new ideas kindled. 
THE NORTH AND THE SOUTH. 

“Tell me,’’ Lasked my sou:hern friend, ‘do you 
still cherish bitter remembrances of those dark days 
of the war, or are your people resigned to the new 
and better order of things?’ 

“My young friend,’’ came the answer, earnestly, 
“Tl only wish the men and Women of the great uurih 
could look down isto the south and read the heart 
of every one of its truest workers, 
ismost zealous friendsand sincerest advocates 
they would find bad many sad memories, 'tis true, 
of father, son and brother, who lie in unmarked 
graves—of ruined homes, of scattered possessions— 
but still they would fiud an honest, noble soul, that 
says: ““God’s will be done; ‘tis over, ’tis for the 
best’’—then with renewed energy the batt.e of life 
and existence is recommenced. Yes,sir, the people 
of the south as a,great whole are resigned to the 
new orderof things: they feel that it is best the war 
came when it did and resul'ed as it did, 

THE WAR IS OVER, 

I tell you frank y this: Tha 
if a vote was to be taken throughout the sou h 
to-day, you would find an overwheiming majority 
would vote the war the best thing that could have 
happenved forthe south; they would vote that slav- 
ery wasa mistake, that it is weil it-is abolished, 
and still better thatit was abolisned when and as 
it was.”’ 

‘Wo you think there is any general feeling against 
the union, or danger of more secession from the 
south ?’’ 

THE UNION FOREVER, 

“No, sir; I teil you emphatically and truthfully; 
the Uniied Sta es of America has uo firmer advo 
eates of the perpetuation of the uuion, vo more 
zealous and earnest upholders of the constitution, 
than she has in her southern statestoday. The 
south has had to struggle agaiust more misrepre- 
sentation, more vituperation and and baseleas cal- 


umny than any other section of 
this cCouutry ever had to deal with 
It is wrong for your northern papers to 


accuse us people of the south with being iua coa- 
starntstate of political, social and tirapcial tumult. 
Such is pot the case. You say this is your first vis- 
it io the south; well I can then assure you that if 
you are at all earnest in your desire to get at 
the true state of affairs down here, you will have 
ascertained before you retura home that the south 
has been almost invariably misrepresented for 
political effect, You will fina our people as fair- 
ininded, broad-gauged, and as sincere as are your 
communities in the north, and no more revels 
either; and while I do not dispute that isolated 
aud exceptional cases of terrorism prevail at vari- 
ous points in the south,during the neight of politi- 
cal excitement, you will still tind that such cases 
are nO more prevalent here than they arein the 
north.’’ 
THE COKRRESPONDENT’S IMPRESSIONS. 

Your Correspoudent must Coniess that he has 
been strongly impressed by what he has seen and 
heard thus far, of southerm people, southern 
country, southern politics and southern me.ibods 
of business. There have been objectionable fea- 
tures, of course, in many instances and in many 
things; not much more so, however, than in our 
own favored north. The impression thus far ob- 
tained, has been very favorable to the 
people and the Interest of that much abused 
part.of our one grand union. As I peu: t & e more 
aud more into ‘Dixie,’ 1 shaii become vetter ac 
quainted with all the features Il am seeking to be 
informed upon; I shall be better qualified to pass 
judgmeat on things as a whole. but to further 
vbdservalions 1 shall necessarily bave to devote uther 
letters. CLARENCE P, DRESSER,”’

The New Time. 

Orders from the various general managers and 
superintendents in Georgia and the surrounding 
states declare that the standard time must go into 
effect to-morrow. The new time is based on the 


agreement at the recent New York convention 
which divided the entire American railroad system 
iuto five parts with aviewto constituting some 
standard and regular time for the railroads of the 
country. Georzia, like roost of the 
southern and western states, fails in the 
blue line or 90th parallel time, being in what is 
kuown asthe central division. Ali the trains go 
ing from or coming into Atlanta will adopt the new 
time to-morrow a) d will be run in exact uviform- 
ity so far as time isconcerned. They wil! all have 
the blue line time except the Air-Line which will 
red line time, which 


is just one hour faster than the 
time of all the other lines in 
Georgia. This difference was nece*sary because 


the Air Line passes into the red line division as soon 
as it reaches Gastonia, 8. C., aud the great bulk oi 
the system lies ina territory covered by the red 
lines. Our local roads have been gradually setting 
back to make the change of to morrow less striking 
The change in the time will put railroad time 22 
minutes slow by the city clock How far the local 
time will be affected remains to be seen 
The Alabama Co umissien.

NEW YorRK, November 16.—On Sunday afternoon, 
at 1 o'clock, an interesting event will take placg, 
being the funeral of the son of the man who, on 
the evacuation of New York by 
the British troops on November 25, 
1783, climbed the flagstaff on the battery with the 
»'*8 halliards in his teeth, and tearing down the 
reQ eDsigu, which had been nailed to the Staff, re- 
placer, it with the American colors David Von 
Arndale, Who is himself a veteran of the war of 
1812, bas had @ romantic life. He was born in this 
city, Septemdé¢r 1, 1796, aud married, April 8, 1824, 
Miss Jane Wilso.” MeGary, who died in 1860. He 
had only one chila, Mrs. Mary E. Forbes, wno sur. 
viveshim. On the breakiog out of the war of 1812, 
in company with his father, whe had served as a 
soldier througbout the entire revolution, he joined 
the artillery regiment known as “Old 76." After 
the end of the war he gave up his busisessas a sail 
maker, and engaged asa mate in a coasting vessel 
plying between New York and the West Indies. 
While thus employed he twice suffered cap- 
ture by pirates. but escaped. His last rescue 
was effected by the United States brig Enterprise, 
which vessel he joined and served asa sailor fora 
short time. During hisservicein the navy he met 
with an accident from the unexpected discharge of 
a cannon, whereby he losta pert of his scalp and 
was rendered bald for the restof his life. In 1837, 
under the administration of Martin Van Buren, he 
was appointed toa positiouin tne custom house, 
in which service he remained until his death. 
Since 1846, he bas always, on evacuation day 
hoisted the American flag on the battery flag-staff, 
using, up} to its destruction by fire at Barnum’s 
museum, the flag originally hoisted by his father 
and one of his most earnest wishes was that his life 
might be prolonged that he might be enabled to 
perform this duty at the approaching centenuial. 

BANKRUPTCY APD RAILROADS, 

The inadequacy of the exisung baukruptlaws was 
discussed at the monthly meeting of the board of 
trade and transportation. A. B. Miller, of the com- 
mitteeon bankruptcy,reported that it had been de- 
cided to hold a vational convention in Washington, 
ou January 16, 1884,to advocate the immediate pass- 
age by congress of a uniform and equitable natienal 
bankrupt law. Simon Sterne suggested that it 
wou!d bea good idea to introduce into the conven- 
tion the question of harmonizrng the incongruous 
and discordant character of the insolvency legisla- 
tion that now prevails in the Several states. Mr. 
Sterne thought that something ought to be done to 
prohibit insolvent merchants from giving prefer- 
ences to favored creditors. He did not believe that 
congress wouid pass a national law; therefore the 
question of getting uniform insolvency laws passed 
in the different states was of importa¥ce. The 
meetipg unanimously adopted the following reso- 


lutions: 

That no member of congress should vote for any 
candidate for speaker without first securing satisfac- 
tory assurauces that said commirtees will be con- 
stituted in the interest of the public instead of the 
interest of corporations. 

Thatalaw forthe regulation of inter state com- 
meree, prohibiting unjust discriminations, together 
with a na'ional board of railroad commissiouers as 
an executive power to sup: rvise its operation, is @ 
publie necessity and should be enacted by congress 
with the least possible delay 

THE BATAVIA TRAGEDY. 

Rowell, the murderer of Lynch, isin jailin' Batavia 
awaiting trial. The jail is an old-fashioned stone 
structure, which is chiefly remarkable for having 
been the scene of the hanging of Charles Stockley 
on August 19, 1881, for the cowardly murder of John 
Welker. Rowell’s crime is different from that for 
which Stockley was hanged, and Rowell receives 
lots of sympathy and consolation. His mail is 
large, and many letters express the sentiments 


that his act—that of killing the betrayer 
of his wife—was a manly one. He 
has had many offers of money to 


assistin defraying the expenses of his trial Rowell 
is comfortably situated, for friends have presented 
him with an easy chair, tables,etc. Some one sent 
him a box of cigars, and his brother attends to his 
wants faithfully. He reads the newspapers and 
clips ail they say about hiscase. The eXtractsare 
being placed in ascrap-book, which is vearly filled. 
Roanll looks delicate and the coufinement does 
uot altogetber agree with him. Mauy visitors go te 
the jail te see the prisoner, some to extend sympa- 
thy to him, and others to gaze at him as they would 
ata curiosity. Those whogofor the first named 
purpose are welcome, while the sight seers are 
givef the cold shoulder. Indeed the latter class 
very seldom see him.

A PROMINEN?S BDUCATOR GONE. 


Prefesser A. KB. Niles Dies Aftera Kriefliimess at Hi« 
Residence in This Clty. 

At four o’clock yesterday morning death remov- 
ed from life one of Atlanta’s most useful and hon- 
orable citizens. At that hour Professor A. B. Niles 
died at his residence 33 Forsyth street. 

Professor Niles was taken ill about the first of the 
present month. For several days his family and 
friends thoughtit onlyaslight indisposition, but 
about a week ago he grew alarmingly worse, and 
for some days past those who were nearest and 


dearest to him have known that death was strug- 
gling hard for the mastery. On Thursday eveniiug 
last the physicians abandoned all hopes and pre- 
dicted his death, and their prediction was early 
vesterday morning verified, Professor 
Niles was conscious to the last, and 
realized that his hour of dissolution had arrived, 
but he met death without a tremor, manifesting to 
those about the value of the good life he had lived, 
Professor Niles was sixty years of age He wasa 
paiive of New Hampshire, and came to Georgia in 
1850. He first located in Laurens county, where 
he remained forabout five years. While in Lanu- 
rens county he marri:d Miss Yepp, who proved a 
faithful. loving wife to the end of life. She aided 
in making him abenefitto mankind. About 1855, 
Professor Niles moved to Griffin and atcepted a pro- 
fessorsbip in the Griffin female college. There his 
fine educational! abilities soon -mauifested them- 
selyes, and resulted in elevating him to the presi- 
dency of the college, which position he retained 
for years. He was known throughout the state as 
one of the oldest and best educators in the south, 
He was zealously devoted to his calling, and while 
president of the college graduated numbers 
of young ladies who will deeply regret to learn of 
bis death. He wasa Mason in good standing, and 
was a consistent member of the Methodist church. 
Last fall Professor Niles moved to Fulton county 
and built for himself a pleasautand comfortable 
home near West End, but only a month ago his 
residence was destoyed by fire and then he moved 
to Atlanta, where he spent the remainder of bis 
days. Professor Niles leaves a wife and three chil- 
dren. He wasthe fatherof Mr C. A, Niles, of this 
city.
